Nutrition  and  Home  Economics.  The  kitchen  is  designed  with  a  view  toward  attractive- 
ness and  a  maximum  of  efficiency  with  a  minimum  of  walking,  stooping,  or  bending 
It  has  many  new  features,  but  the  basic  difference  between  this  "U-shaped"  kitchen  and 
other  modern  ones  is  in  the  arrangement  of  work  areas.  The  film  shows  a  domenstration 
of  cooking,  dish-washing,  and  other  kitchen  work  to  point  up  the  ease  and  facility  with 
which  all  features  of  the  kitchen  are  utilized.     The  picture  should  delight  all  farm  women.
